New plants sought 


The Soil Conservation 
Service, In cooperation with 
the Medina Valley SWCD is 
continually searching for 
new plants that will thrive 
in our soils and rainfall, also 
that will be beneficial to 
both livestock and M idlife, 
At the present tim e trials 
are being conducted on the 
G lem sciiroeder Farm near 
Yancey. He has planted 
three separate varieties of 
weeping lovegrass and G il­ 
man lovegrass. These grass­ 
es are planted on fine sandy 
loam soil to determ ine how 
they will respond when 
planted in an old blown 
field. It looks like maybe 
we have found a grass that 
will do well on deep sand 
and at the same tim e give 
the landowner some fine 
grazing for Ids livestock 
whe i he needs it most. 
One tiling about these 
grasses is that they look good 
for fall and winter grazing, 
It has been noticed that ca t­ 
tle will graze weeping love­ 
grass during Nova mb* . 
December and January bet­ 
ter than it any athar ti ie.

it seems that kleingrass and 
Gordo bluestem are the ben 
adapted to tills thin soil. 
This means that they can 
witfistand longer dry periods 
than most other grasses, be­ 
cause this soil can store only 
a small amount of moisture, 
as compared to a deeper 
soil. Another thing noticed 
when ca n k ate grazing 
these grasses, during the 
growing season, they will eat 
the gardo bluestem first, the 
kleingrass second, sideoats 
grama next, then green 
sprangietop and weeping love­ 
grass last. < >f course there 
are tim es of the year when 
they will prefer some of the 
less desirable grasses over the 


most desirable, bu* this will 
be for only a sh<srt period, 
For instance the weeping 
lovegrass will be eaten, af­ 
ter frost, before a ay other 
grass.
